Two Reader Friends have written 
to ask for an article on cleaning sil­ 
ver. 
Of course the quickest method 
of cleaning small pieces, or table cut­ 
lery, is .his: Pile it on the wire grids 
of a zinc plate placed in the bottom 
of a kettle, after you have filled this 
kettle three quarters full 
of 
boiling 
w ater in which you have dissolved 
one tablespoon of baking soda and 
one-half cup of salt to the gallon. 
These 
zinc 
plates 
can 
be 
bought 
wherever 
kitchen 
furnishings 
are 
sold. Although the directions usually 
accompanying them do not mention 
the fact, your silver will be much 
whiter and brighter looking if you 
boil it in the above-given solution 
for five minutes. 
At the expiration 
of this period, set the kettle under 
die cold w ater faucet and l e t* the 
water run till the silver is cool enough 
to be handled, then put it into a pan 
of hot suds and wash as usual, add­ 
ing a little ammonia 
to 
this 
wash 
water. 
Rinse and 
dry thoroughly. 
This way of cleaning silver is harrn- 
U ss and gives a satin finish rather 


than 
a 
brightly 
burnished 
effect. 
After several repetitions, this method 
often tends to give a yellowish cast 
to the silver, but this can be over­ 
come—or prevented—by polishing the 
silver in the usual m anner with alco 
hoi and sifted whiting (or any stand­ 
ard 
polish) 
about 
every 
third 
or 
fourth time it is cleaned, instead of 
f u s in g the zinc plate- 
Large pieces 
of silver, 
or 
silver 
watches or rings, which could not be 
immersed in the zinc-plate pan, m ust 
be. polished I y hand in the old way. 
Different, housewives 
drave 
different 
polis’j favorites — some 
preferring 
whiting, some putty-powder, or a pre 
pared polish. 
The powder is mixed 
to a thin paste with cither water, al­ 
cohol or amnionia, and applied to the 
entire surface of the silver, then al­ 
lowed to become dry before being 
rubbed off with* a cloth of chamois. 
If the silver has a raised pattern, a 
brush is helpful for getting the pow­ 
der out of tim crevices.

*.« when a Communist state attem pted 
jiesrcP all citizens to labor and si­ 
multaneously guaranteed tin rn against 
unemployment. 
There * are approximately 
1.100,000 
unemployed in the Soviet Union, ac­ 
cording to the latest available figures; 
a fairly large number of one consol 
era that the urban populalion of the 
country Is only about 22,000,000. How­ 
ever, the situation Is somewhat less 
acute than it was in the summer of 
1924, when the number of unemployed 
was estimated at 1,400,000. 
If is estimated that about 660,000 
of the Russian Jobless receive some 
form of public assistance. 
About 320,- 
000 receive doles from funds provided 
by the state, the provincial and muni­ 
cipal administrations and trade unions. 
These flolcs vary from 7 to 25 rubles 
a month. Pubtic works provide suffi­ 
cient employment to take rare of 160,- 
000 unemployed for a period of two 
months. 
There are also 1,700 associa­ 
tions of untmployed. 
The members 
of these associations are mostly en­ 
gaged in small trade and receive cer­ 
tain advantages In the shape of cred­ 
its from the banks and reduced taxes. 
The unemployed are divided info 
the following categories: 326,000 in­ 
dustrial workers, 355,000 brain work­ 
ers, 275,000 unskilled laborers, 144,000 
others. 
It Is a curious but unmistakable fact 
that unemployment in Russia has re­ 
mained at a high figure while th« 
country industries have been stead­ 
ily expanding and increasing their pro­ 
duction. 
This Is due largely to two 
causes. 
With a view te cutting down 
overhead coats many government in­ 
stitutions and factories have be«’n re­ 
ducing their office staffs and this has 
thrown many office workers out of 
work. 
Moreover, there has been a steady 
influx of poor peasants from the vil­ 
lages into the cities- 
As a rule these 
peasants are unskilled laborers and 
the Industries cannot absorb them. 
(. Along with the general unemploy­ 


ment there is an actual shortage or 
skilled workers, especially in the tex­ 
tile and metal Industries, 
it J? esti­ 
mated that the textile industry will 
soon need sevm ty-two thousand ex­ 
perienced workers: and as the regular 
technical p.ud Indus'rial schools only 
turn out from three to three and a 
hall thousand workers the textile (ta­ 
lons will try to mer; the d< mand In­ 
stituting special short term courses 
for the preparation of skilled workers. 
The metal industry also lacks 54,700 
experienced workers.
